J. J. Cridlan, judge of fat 
steers at the 1919 International, 
and a breeder and judge of interna- 
tional reputation, who knows what’s 
under the hide from personal ex- 
perience at the butcher’s end of the 
business, comes to bat for the Dod- 
die in a recent issue of the North ; 
British Agriculturalist. The facts he parades in those columns are 
so interesting and his manner of “wielding a wicked pen” in the 
Doddie cause so artistic that we here reproduce his article: 


Breed Successes at Smithfield. 


Sir:—The week before the Smithfield Club Show a contempo- 
rary gave its readers a very enlightening leading article under the 
title, “Smithfield Show Facts,” which was the result of remarkable 
research into the history of the club. It stated—‘In the all-comers’ 
championship in males between 1845 and 1919, the championship 
has gone to the Hereford 18 times (the last time in 1900), Short- 
horns 23, the Angus on 9 occasions (seven of these since 1901)”— 
but I would like to point out that the two “Polled Scotch Oxen,” 
winners in 1867 and 1881, were Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and should 
be counted as such, thus totalling 11, the former that redoubtable 
champion, the Black Prince, which created such a sensation as to 
be, by special command, presented to Her Majesty Queen Victoria 
at Windsor, the latter a steer shown by that prominent Aberdeen- 
Angus breeder, Sir William Gordon Cumming (who in the same 
year won the supreme championship with an Aberdeen-Angus heif- 
er) termed a Polled Scot, owing to the fact that in its early days 
the breed’s Herd Book was named “The Polled Herd Book contain- 
ing the pedigrees of Polled Aberdeen or Angus Cattle.” 

After recording the remarkable wins of the Shorthorns, pre-

vious to and including 1880, it stat- 
ed—“Then the Aberdeen-Angus 
came upon the’scene, and this breed 
had runs of three and four consecu- 
tive successes. Since 1890, in the 
all-comers’ female championship, 
the Shorthorn breed has only won 
the female championship seven 
times; in the same period it has gone to the Aberdeen-Angus thir- 
teen times—proof positive of the way the Shorthorn is losing 
ground.” It also stated it has been won 17 times by Aberdeen-An- 
“An item for East Street, Hereford, is unearthed 
in this connection—to-wit: a Hereford female has not won her sex 
championship in Smithfield Show since 1867. The breed cannot 
live on its past, and must re-establish itself again at the Smithfield 
Show.” ‘To which I say Amen! 

And yet, sir, on its front page the secretary in East Street, 
Hereford, with unusual modesty, advertises Hereford cattle as “the 
premier beef breed of the world.” As everybody knows, I was 
brought up amongst this breed, and have a high opinion of its many 
good qualities, but I could not help smiling, as have many of my 
correspondents, at this unfortunate attempt to throw dust in the 
eyes of the world. In President’s Lincoln’s immortal words—“‘you 
can fool some of the people all the time, all the people some of the 
time, but you can’t fool all the people all the time”—and when one 
reads this remarkable article, with its extracts from the history of - 
the Smithfield Club, one can fully appreciate that trite saying of 
Victor Hugo—“‘History is not written with a microscope.” It is 
evident the secretary in question alone does, however, need a mag- 
nifying glass to discover the results of many years of the awards 
at the Smithfield Club Show and the Grand International at Chicago, 
not only in their breed section, but their incomparable test as beef 
in the carcass competitions.

dry cattle can be kept in good condi- 
tion throughout the winter on cane, which usually grows in such 
places, especially along the Alabama and Tombigbee rivers. How- 
ever, it is not advisable to pasture young stock or cows with calves 
at side on the cane, as it does not offer nourishment for young 
growing animals. With our long growing seasons, great variety 
ot grasses, our corn, velvet beans and oats, our fine artesian and 
spring water, and abundant shade, what more does a man want to 
successfully raise cattle? Just the other day I saw in the paper 
where a large number of Alabama raised and Alabama fed cattle 
brought the top price at one of the leading markets, averaging 
$175.25 each. That is what can be done on land that can be 
bought for from $5 to $80 per acre, depending upon location. 

The people of this country are beginning to ask the question, 
“what breed is best suited to our needs?” The majority of them in 
my section have come to the conclusion that the “blacks” are best 
suited, because they will brimg the top price on the market. They 
mature more quickly than other breeds. They will get out and 
rustle for a living as well as any breed on earth. They give as 
much milk as they want, and one of the greatest reasons is that 
they are without that curse that is one of the greatest objections 
to other breeds—horns. All my young bulls of serviceable age 
were sold in two weeks. This county alone needs 100 registered

This grass comes in use about July and last until frost. Lespedeza 
thrives best on soil that is not so strong in lime. I never saw 
cattle fatten up as quickly or get as fat on any grass as it is pos- 
sible to do with lespedeza. By frost they are actually almost as 
fat as you could get them on corn. All the above grasses thrive in 
the Black Belt or on lime soils outside the Black Belt. The Ber- 
muda and lespedeza thrive on about any soil, especially in central 
and southern Alabama. 

,, BY frost the corn is usually picked, and if the alfalfa is not 
still growing (which it usually is) we can turn our cattle into the 
corn and bean fields. What lespedeza has not done in fattening 
cattle, the velvet bean will surely finish. If the “good Lord” ever 
sent anything at the right time to convince the people of the 
South that He had given them a good stock country, it was the 
velvet bear. The velvet bean is at its best on sandy land, where

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Silage the Keystone of Live Stock Feeding 


Corn silage has been shown 
to be the keystone of produc- 
tion and fattening of cattle in 
the corn belt by thirteen years 
of experimental feeding at Pur- 
due University Experiment 
Station, involving more than 
ninety lots of cattle. In this 
long series of trials no lot of 
catule fed corn silage in a rational manner has failed to prove the 
economy of this roughage. 

One ton of corn silage properly fed replaced 4.61 bushels of 
corn and 613 pounds of clover hay in the feed required to make 
gains on fattening cattle. One hundred pounds of gain cost $12.64 
when silave was not fed as compared to $11.17 with this roughage 
added to the ration. With corn at $1.50 per bushel and clover hay 
at $20.00 per ton, a ton of silage proved to be worth $13.04. An 
acre of corn yielding 50 bushels would be worth $75.00 on the basis 
of grain, whereas the same acre put into the silo would be worth 
$104.32 on the basis of its feeding value. These data were secured 
from the average results of a series of eight experiments, through 
a number of seasons, with two-year-old cattle. One lot in each case 
was fed a ration of shelled corn, cottonseed meal, and clover hay, 
and the other a ration of silage, shelled corn, cottonseed meal, and 
clover hay. P 

In view of these facts, can the farmer who does not take ad- 
vantage of the silo hope to compete successfully with his neighbors 
who have realized the economy of corn silage in beef making? 
Obviously the feeder who neglects the opportunity to use this cheap 
product is operating against such a handicap in cost of production 
that only exceptionally good buying and selling will enable him to 
remain in the business. 

Corn silage has two principal advantages over other roughages 
for fattening cattle—the economy of the feed and the reliability of 
supply. The chief point in economy is that use is made of the by- 
product most extensively produced on the farms of the upper Mis- 
sissippi valley. Corn production is the basis of farming operations 
in this region. The grain alone makes corn the most profitable crop 
of the corn belt. Yet it has long been known that as much as forty 
per cent. of the dry matter of the corn plant is found in the stalk, 
but so combined with woody fibre that it is unpalatable and indi- 
gestible. Consequently only a small part of the plant is eaten, and 
that which is eaten does not furnish a high percentage of nutrients 
to. the animal body. For these reasons corn stover commands on the 
market a price extremely low for a feed containing such a high per- 
centage of food nutrients to the animal body. For these reasons corn 
stover commands on the market a price extremely low for a feed 
containing such a high percentage of food nutrients and plant food. 
— enormous amount of by-product is available to the farmer at a 
ow cost. 

When corn is harvested into the silo, the mass of finely cut 
material passes through a process of fermentation that softens the 
hard fibrous parts of the stalk to such an extent that they become 
palatable and nutritious to animals and are consumed without waste. 
Corn must be very dry indeed when put into the silo if it forms a 
silage too hard to be softened. By siloing, corn, the cheapest and 
most abundant by-product of the farm, is made available to the cat- 
tle feeder as a highly nutritious feed for his stock. 

A reliable supply of material is essential to success in any 
business. No other source of feed, corn itself included, is as reliable 
- as corn silage. The part of the corn plant that is chiefly concerned 
in making silage—the stalk—is grown before the grain is formed. 
Hence it is almost unheard of to have such a crop failure that silage 
can not be secured. This reliability of silage has had a stabilizing 
influence on the cattle business never felt before its use became 
common. ; 

Silage was fed for the first time at Purdue in the winter of 
1906-07, when one lot of cattle were fed a ration of shelled corn, 
cottonseed meal, and clover hay, and another lot were given a ration 
to which was added as much silage as the cattle would consume at 
one feed. It was observed that the cattle receiving silage made 
more rapid gains at a lower cost than similar cattle fed a ration not 
containing silage. The same comparison of rations was made for 
five consecutive winters. The average of the five trials is present- 
ed in table one. ; 

Attention is called to the fact that the cattle receiving silage 
gained twenty-three pounds per steer more than those receiving no 
silage. This gain was made at a cost of $1.09 less per hundred 
pounds when silage formed part of the ration. The selling value of 
the cattle was not materially affected by the ration, but the saving 
in cost by silage increased the profit $4.80 per head. 

When a sufficient number of trials had been finished to show 
that silage was really an economical feed, the scope of the investi-

The average prices of feeds while this series of trials wasit 
progress were: Corn, 59 cents per bushel; cottonseed meal, $321 
per ton; clover hay, $13.27 per ton; and corn silage, $4.23 per ton. 


These tests clearly established several facts in connection wil 
the feeding of silage. There is a very considerable saving of gra 
and hay by the use of corn silage, as is shown by the daily feed cor 
sumption. The selling value of the cattle fed silage was five cemls 
per hundred pounds more than that of those fed hay alone for rougi 
age. However, these figures do not present all the evidence in t 
case. The cattle receiving silage made a more rapid improvemel 
during the early part of the feeding period than those on dry fet 
At the end of three months’ feeding the silage fed cattle were 
higher condition than those which were not fed silage. For thi 
reason, silage is especially valuable during the early part of th 
feeding period, when large quantities of roughage are being dt 
sumed. The most striking feature of the results is the saving ¢ 
fected in the cost of gains by the use of silage. Without sila 
each hundred pounds of gain made cost $12.64. With silage in i 
ration the cost of one hundred pounds of gain was $11.17, or $l# 
less than in the lot fed no silage. This represents a saving of Il! 
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t of fattening steers. The economy of gain an 
Lo nt, of ein selling price resulted in $6.29 per steer greater 
pin ‘t in the lot fed silage.

With corn at $2.00 per bushel, by the same reasoning, clover hay 

would of necessity be bought at $13.96 per ton in order to be cheap 
ough to render silage unprofitable. ; 

The highly satisfactory results secured from a partial replace- 
ment of clover hay by corn silage leads immediately to the question 
of entirely replacing clover hay with corn silage. This problem has 
been investigated with four trials in which cattle in adjoining lots 
were fed a full feed of corn and a definite amount of cottonseed 
meal. One lot received corn silage as roughage. The other lot re- 
ceived corn silage and clover hay—the silage in both lots being fed 
twice daily according to the appetites of the cattle. The results are 


presented below:

The average prices of feed while this series was in progress 
were as follows: Corn, 49 cents per bushel; cottonseed meal, $30.50 
per ton; clover hay, $13.00 per ton; and corn silage, $3.38 per ton. 


The interesting features of this comparison are the rate of gain 
and finish of the cattle fed both silage and hay. A higher rate of 
gain and a better finish on the cattle show that the feeding of both 
dry roughage and silage is desirable if it can be done at a profit. 
When gain on the noe is not considered the profit in this series was 
larger with silage alone as roughage. With hogs considered, the 
profit was greater when both silage and hay were fed. Had silage 
been valued at $4.00 per ton, the cost of gain would have been prac- 
tically the same in both lots and the profits both with and without 
pork in favor of having some hay in the ration. 

The cattle receiving corn silage alone in addition to grain 
craved some form of dry roughage. Obviously the consumption. of 
large quantities of silage brought about a condition of the digestive 
organs that created the craving for dry roughage. The clover hay 
eaten satisfied this desire on the part of the cattle. ‘The smail 
quantity of hav consumed by cattle receiving large quantities of 
silage clearly did not contain enough protein to have any material 
effect on the quality of the ration. This being the case, any dry 
roughage that would satisfy the desire of cattle for dry ————- 
would be as effective in the ration as the more expensive hay. On 
this supposition, corn stover, oat straw, or any dry roughage that 
cattle would eat should produce as good results as leguminous hay 
with cattle receiving corn, cottonseed meal, and silage. This ques- 
tion was tested using oat straw in comparison with clover hay. 

ree trials were conducted beginning in the. winter of 1911-12. The 
results shown in the accompanying table were secured.

The average prices of feed prevailing during the progress o 
this series were: Corn, 53 cents per bushel; cottonseed meal, $30.33 
per ton; clover hay, $15.33 per ton; oat straw, $6.66 per ton; and 
corn silage, $4.00 per ton. 


A study of the results reveals the fact that in every factor 
tending to make a satisfactory ration, the oat straw proved to be as 
good as clover hay. The cattle receiving oat straw in addition to 
silage as roughage made as rapid gains and acquired as good a 
finish as the cattle fed clover hay in addition to silage as roughage. 
The economy of gain was in favor of the oat straw on account of 
the lower cost of the dry roughage, which resulted in a higher profit 
on the lots fed the cheaper roughage. However, it must be borne 
in mind that non-leguminous roughage is as valuable as leguminous 
hay only when fed in small quantities to complement silage, in which 
case the chief benefit comes from the satisfaction to cattle of the 
desire for some dry roughage, and not from the nutrients furnished 
to the animal body. . 

Corn silage has its limitations as well as its advantages. It isa 
roughage, and must be fed as such. In early attempts in various 
parts of the country at feeding silage to fattening cattle, it was used 
like a grain—the attempt being made to increase the silage con- 
sumption as the fattening process advanced. This produced unsat- 
isfactory results. When fed as a roughage in which the amount of 
silage fed is decreased and the corn ration increased as the fattenin 

rocess advances, excellent results have been secured, as is prove 
y the long series of trials previously discussed. 

Another limitation of corn silage is the necessity of feeding a 
concentrated feed having an excess of protein. Silage, like corn, 
has an excess of starch or its equivalent and is lacking in protein. 
This deficiency in protein cannot be supplied by a leguminous hay, 
because silage replaces practically all the hay in the ration. Hence 
the protein must be supplied in a concentrated form, as in cotton- 
seed meal, linseed meal, soybeans, etc. The necessity of a concen- 
trated protein is shown by a series of trials to test the problem. In 
1906-07 a lot of cattle was fed a ration of shelled corn, clover hay. 
and corn silage, and another lot of steers, a ration of shelled corn 
and clover hay. The following winter the trial was repeated. The 
average results are shown below.

The average prices of feed during these trials, were as follows: 
Corn, 44 cents per bushel; clover hay, $10.00 per ton; and corn si- 
lage, $2.50 per ton. 


The interesting feature of these trials is the rate of gain, which 
was less when silage was fed than with corn and clover hay. The 
cost of gain and selling price was practically the same in both lots. 
The profit was slightly in favor of feeding silage but altogether too 
small to render silage a valuable addition to the ration, especially 
in view of the extremely low price placed on the silage. The poor 
showing of the silage is due to the lack of protein in the ration. 
Clover hay, which tends to balance a ration of corn, was replaced bv 
corn silage, which does not balance the corn. [Continued on page 12 
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WHY NOT AN “ADVANCED REGISTRY” 
FOR BEEF ANIMALS THAT PROVE GREAT? 


In studying over the pedigrees of the International Live Stock 
Exposition winners and champions in breeding, steer and carcass 
classes, it strikes us that at least the Aberdeen-Angus breed has 
just as much a right as the dairy breeds to Advanced Registries, 
Records of Performance, or whatever name one wishes to use in 
setting above the common run of pure breds animals that have prov- 
en themselves great performers in the production of beef. That is 
what has advanced the dairy breeds so rapidly in the last ten years 
or so. It put the pure bred business on a strictly high-class business 
basis, so that it appealed to practical buiness men. Those Records 
of Performance, Advanced Registries, etc., are what have given the 
dairy breeds great advances in much territory where the beef 
breeds should have had the first call. 

Maybe this idea may sound impracticable to some but wouldn’t 
it give the Aberdeen-Angus something a little more practical than 
either of the other beef breeds, and put it on just as high a plane 
in appealing to business men as do the dairy breeds. If a bull 
sires so many champions he should have special recognition espec- 
ially if he sires steers or carcasses that win the purple at the Inter- 
national. Further, it is something that would give little and big 
breeders a chance to broaden the “family lines” that have been so 
much cussed and discussed with more or less knowledge of facts in 
spite of the continued winning of the practical victories of market 
and show ring that indicate the Doddie is on the soundest practical 
basis of all breeds. 

We would like to have the ideas of Aberdeen-Angus breeders, 
both new and old, on this subject. Look back over the pedigrees we 
have printed and see if you don’t think the Aberdeen-Angus de- 
serves the right to develop its breed to the highest through the 
establishment of some kind of a Record of Performance.

ers from all the Aberdeen-Angus countries of the world are usually 
represented and the U. S. has at least four representatives there 
this year. If all the rest of the world is buying pute breds, there 
is no particular reason why we should be down-hearted, is there? 
If South Africa, the Argentine, Australia, New Zealand and Canada 
are going ahead buying pure bred Aberdeen-Angus just as if they 
expected to continue to do business and help make their agricultural 
conditions better, we might as well figure that agriculturally we 
haven’t quite gone to the bow-wows, and if we have, that our mills, 
mines and factories are going to start running full time again and 
the workers will want some more steaks and roasts. 

Seriously speaking, it is time to stir out of the cloud of gloom 
and crank up the old machine for full speed ahead. No one expects 
we are going to see any more bulls sell at $25,000 to $50,000, nor 
sale averages over the $2,000 mark, but there ought to be three 
times as many at the $200 to $300 mark as ever before if every 
breeder gets out and co-operates and advertises. There are about 
nine out of every ten farms without even ONE pure bred sire, and 
every agency is working to make those nine buy pure bred sires, 
as well as convincing half of those which have one registered boar 
or bull that they ought to go even farther. You don’t have to wait 
for the Government to develop an export market in South America 
or for the tick to be exterminated from the rest of the South; your 
neighbors are half sold from being hammered by their county agents 
and the farm papers to get pure bred sires. Go out and sell them 
at their prices. Get them started at prices both buyer and seller 
can afford. If you haven’t any pure bred sires you can price to 
fit their pocket, there’s something wrong with your ideas of what 
pure breds are for, or you are selling pure breds so easily you don't 
need any new business.

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Aberdeen-Angus Community Breeding 


Much has been said relative 
to the advantages of community 
breeding. One of the best exam- 
ples of its good effects I have ever 
seen was observed in a little Ab- 
erdeen-Angus locality in Ken- 
tucky. This community breeding 
centers in Garrad and Boyle coun- ; 
tics and numbers twenty-two herds in a radius of twenty miles. 
There is no local association or organization whatever, but every 
breeder works for the betterment oi their conditions and the ad- 
vancement of their cause, which is the economical production of 
registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Naturally each individual looks 
after his own interest but never forgets his fellow breeder and the 
goal for which they are all working. As a secondary branch of 
the business they breed registered Poland China hogs and they 
have the same good fellowship in this business as with the Dod- 
dices. It makes a nice combination for them to handle and they 
are making a splendid success of it. 

This section of the country is located on the outer edge of the 
Blue Grass region of Kentucky and some of it is very broken and 
hilly. Because of the general contour of the land, it is particu- 
larly adapted to grazing. It produces excellent grass and corn, 
which are essential for economical beef cattle production. The 
temperature is moderate under normal conditions and the cattle 
can live outside the preater part of the year. At least it is not 
necessary to build expensive barns. Cheaply constructed sheds 
opening to the south where the cattle can have protection when 
they want it and can be run in bunches of twenty or twenty-five 
are sufficient housing here. This outside living insures healthy, 
vigorous cattle and reduces the maintenance and production costs. 
Production at a minimum cost is one of the important items with 
these breeders as they supply a trade with a moderate limit. How- 
ever they have not yet had to depend upon much outside trade to 
take their surplus. 

The pure bred business here is yet young. Bradshaw Bros., 
Danville, bought the first registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle five 
years ago. Fortunately for the community they had been watching 
the show and sale records and knew the most popular families of 
their breed. They were good judges of individuals, and the foun- 
dation cattle they bought measured up to both standards. ‘The re- 
sult is that as many Blackbirds, Blackcaps and Trojan Ericas can 
be found in this community as any other of like size in America. 


‘These breeders were the first to begin and good organizers have 


been more or less leaders for the other breeders in the community. 
They have started twenty new men in the pure bred business and 
sent in fifteen applications for membership to the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association. They are progressive men and 
do not miss a trick that would help the Doddie cause in the famous 
Blue Grass state. When their local organization is perfected, the

As far as possible these cattle are 
produced and raised on the products of the farm. Very little feed is 
purchased other than the cotton seed meal and a small amount of 
mill feeds for the calves. These farmers carry and produce their 


cattle with little expense and for that reason do not have to realize ‘ 


extreme prices for their surplus cattle to make good profits on 
their investments. 

These breeders have consistently followed the plan of cas. 
trating the medium and inferior bulls. Fewer bulls of good merit 
will make more money and the poor ones will make good profits 
when fed out properly and marketed as baby beeves. The good 
bulls that are sold make more rapid improvement on the native 
or medium grades of cattle and will reflect credit on the breeder. 
The farmers in these and adjoining counties take about all the bull 
calves saved by the breeders at from $100 to $200 per head at 
weaning time.

Corn Silage Conclusions of Purdue. 


Corn silage is the most economical rough- 
age available to the cattle feeders of the 
corn belt. For each acre of land, greater 
gain in weight of cattle can be made from 
corn silage properly supplemented than for 
any other crop suitable to this region. The 
corn crop is more reliable than any other. 
Very bad indeed are the seasonal conditions 
if corn is not developed to the stage where 
corn silage can be made. The chief economy 
is found in the fact that silage is largely 
composed of the by-product of corn produc- 
tion. When the silo renders the corn plant. 
palatable and available for animals, it places 
at the disposal of cattle feeders the greatest: 
aenee of corn production, viz., the corn 
stalks.

larger quantities'of grain. 

Discontinuance of silage in case of neces- 
sity should be very gradual. A sudden dis- 
continuance usually results in lower gains, 
and often a complete lack of gain on the 
part of the cattle for two or three weeks. 

Corn silage is lacking in protein and 
should be supplemented by some concentrate 
high in protein, such as cottonseed meal, 
linseed meal, etc. When fed without this 
supplementary feed, less satisfactory results 
can be expected than when it is properly 
supplemented. The most economical and 
most satisfactory proportion in which to feed 
cottonseed meal to fattening cattle receiving 
silage is approximately 2.5 pounds daily per 
thousand pounds of live weight.

Watch this Calf—it is the only Black One in 
the Club. 

At the breeders’ sale at E. St. Louis iasi 
fall, I bought an Aberdeen-Angus cow and 
her heifer calf. I bought the calf for club 
work. Her name is Florence’s Beauty 325- 
813, a granddaughter of Blackcap Star, and 
great granddaughter of Undulato Blackcap 
Ito 2d. Florence’s Beauty was calved April 
6, 1920, and I started feeding her November 
1, 1920. 

In November and December, I fed her one 
pound of bran and two pounds of clover nay 
a day. I left her suck her dam till January 
1st. After I weaned her I fed eight pounds 
of clover hay and two and a half pounds of 
grain a day, consisting of the following ra- 
tion: 2 parts corn, 2 parts oats and 1 pari 
grain. This month I am feeding her three 
and a half pounds of grain and about the 
same amount of hay a day. On February 
15th I began feeding her a little cottonseed 
meal. She has free access to oats straw. 
I lead her every day for exercise and brush 
her whenever I have time. 

On November 6th she weighed 415 pounds, 
on December 5th 473 pounds, January 6th 
538 pounds, and February 5th 575 pounds, 
making an average gain of about 1.76 
pounds per day. 

I am the only club member in the county 
feeding an Aberdeen-Angus calf, but I am 
going to try to show the other members a 
real calf. . 

In our county it is the object to try to 
establish more pure bred herds of live stock. 
Every Saturday when the weather is fit we 
have a judging demonstration. These dem- 
onstrations have two purposes—first, to 
demonstrate to every club member what 
constitutes a good animal; and second, to 
prepare a team to judge at the Illinois state 
fair that will be selected by a contest next 
summer. 

I am a reader of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal and don’t see how I could do without 
it—Orville.

Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

Beef is the Anglo-Saxon’s meat. As ear- 
ly as 1709 in London, Richard Estcourt 
founded the Beef Steak Club. “Of this the 
chief wits and great men of the nation were 
members” and its badge was a gridiron.

County Agent Boosting Pure Bred Sires, 


Last spring C. I. Fort & Sons, of Clinton 
shipped a load of Aberdeen-Angus yearlings 
to Chicago and got within a few cents of 
the top of the market. These calves had 
been wintered on alfalfa hay and silage and 
only had corn the last 60 days. Their good 
condition was due to good breeding. The 
herd of cows which raised these calves js 
headed by a first-class bull. In the early 
days of stock farming in this state, John 
Gillett produced the best steers in the state 
and he did it by using pure bred cows as 
well as bulls. He bought registered cows 
and turned them out in his pasture without 
continuing the registration of the offspring. 
He found it paid to use this choice blood 
even for raising market steers. This merely 
shows the importance of good breeding, Ey- 
ery farmer in DeWitt county should have 
only pure bred sires on his lace. The bet- 
ter quality of the animals he will produce 
in this way will pay many times for the 
extra cost of breeding stock. 

Most country bankers will say that the 
live stcck farmers in their communities are 
the most prosperous. The history of agri- 
culture in this country shows that through- 
out a term of years the man who raises 
a large amount of stock and feeds most of 
his crops is the one who makes the most 
money. This principle is worth considering 
at this time, when grain prices are on the 
decline. 

Even last year, when men who bought cat- 
tle and fed them lost as much as $1,000 
car on them, other men who grew beef from 
calves up to market weight on their farms 
figure that thcir cattle still made money. 
Excepting for the risk of diseases, hog farm 
ing has been even more sure of profit i 
the past. ’ 

It is not necessary to start in on too big 
a scale. The thing nowadays seems to le 
to depend upon good stock rather than great 
numbers. The people who are raising vu 
bred hogs for breeding purposes and those 
who are using the best of sires and produt- 
ing market stock, figure that they have 
made money right along in spite of advers 
market conditions. The tendency of preset 
prices favors a greater expansion in ¥ 
better class of live stock—E. T. Robbins 
Farm Adviser, Clinton, Illinois.

The “Blacks” in the Argentine. 


ough Shorthorns and Herefords have 
wane occupied the leading places amongst 
the cattle of South America, the Aberdeen- 
Angus has, within the past few years, come 
rapidly to the front. In the course of an ex- 
haustive survey of the South American cat- 
tle conditions, it is reported that there are 
men whose opinions are worthy of respect 
who believe that the Doddies eventually will 
acquire a position superior to that of Here- 
fords as the country develops, and as the 
foundation stock for breeding butchers 
beasts becomes better bred. No better steers 
ean be produced than by crossing an Angus 
bull on a high-grade cow. This well-known 
fact has been demonstrated in Argentina, 
and a few cattle may be bred in this way. 
but the herds of the country are not yet so 
rich in the blood of the best breeds as to 
make a commercial success of crossing eith- 
er two pure breds, or their high-grade repre- 
sentatives. All the pure bred cattle that the 
country posseses or can afford to import are 
required, either directly or through their 
progeny, to grade up the millions of inferior 
cattle which are not good enough for export 
purposes. The progress of the breed has 
been slow; but as the Angus suits the cli- 
mate admirably, it is the best weight of all 
breeds in the country; it possesses strength 
of constitution, hardiness and an exceptional 
fertility, and, finally, though not usually 
classified as a milking breed, it gives ex- 
ceptionally rich and _ well-coloured milk. 
There is a large field for this breed, as for 
all others in this vast country, as time and 
progress teach the ranchmen to take advan- 
tage of the experience that has been had in 
other parts of the pastoral world. 


Cattle-raising has reached the highest. 
point of development in Argentina. Of all 
the breeds of cattle represented in Argen- 
tina, the Shorthorn is the general favourite. 
The undoubted success of this breed in rais- 
ing the quality for fattening purposes of the 
native cattle, and the grades of other breeds. 
is another proof of the prepotency of the 
Shorthorn. The practical result is that in 
the best lands in the country, centering in 
the great cattle province of Buenos Aires. 
and extending into the finest alfalfa lands 
of adjoining provinces, the Shorthorn is the 
general favourite. In outlying lands the so- 
called “middle breeds,” notably the Hereford. 
Devon, and Aberdeen-Angus, give a better 
account of themselves. 

Despite the high prices paid for many im- 
ported animals, many middling Shorthorns 
have found their way into the country; but 
now, however, a good Argentine-bred bull 
ranks above an imported animal of middling 
quality. There will always be a demand for 
imported bulls of outstanding merit at high 
prices. Breeders are well aware that if uni- 
formity of and fidelity to type are to be 
maintained, it is necessary periodically to 
draw from the original fountain head. This 
branch of the live stock industry is not for 
men of small means, and leading breeders 
are prepared to pay good prices for the best 
animal that the home country can produce. 
provided they feel assured that the animal 
is right—James R. Barclay.

he may, with the aid of strong glasses, be 
convinced that there is a little breed of 
“Doddy” cattle with an incomparable record, 
one that eclipses all others, and, as a natural 
sequence, has well and fully earned the title 
“Premier.” 

The analysis of the champion plate award 
since its inception in 1869 is an invaluable 
contribution. It records—‘*The Shorthorn 
female has won the premier award upon 15 
occasions and the male upon 5.”—total, 20. 
“A female Aberdeen-Angus has triumphed 
13 times,” another Aberdeen-Angus female 
termed in 1881 a Polled Scot once, equal 14. 
and “the male Aberdeen-Angus on 3”—now. 
in 1920, 4 occasions, plus 2 termed Polled 
Scots, equal 6—total, 20. Thrice only can 
the Devon and Hereford respectively lay 
claim to winning the highest honours of the 
cattle section since 1869. The figures since 
1900 (18 shows) are even more remarkable, 
Aberdeen-Angus having won on 10 occa- 
sions, Shorthorns 6, and Aberdeen-Angus 
and Shorthorn crosses on two, these two 
breeds accounting for the whole. 


For the education of the modest secretary, 
East Street, Hereford, I beg to give the 
Block Test champion awards at Smithfield 
and Chicago. At the former, since the in- 
ception of champion awards in 1900, Aber- 
deen-Angus have won it on 6 occasions, Ab- 
erdeen and Shorthorn crosses on 9 (two of 
which were three-fourths Aberdeen-Angus). 
One Aberdeen-Angus Hereford cross, one 
Aberdeen-Angus Dexter cross, one Aberdeen- 
Angus cross (undefined), and in 1908 a 
Welsh beast was supreme—the only animal 
without Doddy blood in its veins that at- 
— champion honours on these 19 occa- 


Now for the reserve championships. In 
the 19 shows held, Aberdeen-Angus held the 
honour on seven occasions and Aberdeen-An- 
gus crosses on 5. In all these great contests 
the name Hereford, with the aid of the Aber- 
deen-Angus in its cross in 1900, appeared 
for the first and only time in these great 
carcass competition records of the Smith- 
field Club. 


The Chicago carcass competition likewise 
started in 1900, and was won by a grade 
Shorthorn. Since then the Aberdeen-Angus 
have won 18 times (owing to foot-and-mouth 
disease there were no shows in 1914 and 
1915). This is the beef breed. Where, and 
oh! where is the premier (?) beef breed? 
Why, and oh! why does it hide its light under 
a bushel? Perhaps its laurels have been 
won at the greatest of all tests, the unique 
carload lot competition of commercial cattle. 
Yes, history relates that it won this great 
feat on three occasions, the Shorthorns once. 
but the second-rater Doddy (according to the 
Hereford Herd Book secretary), 15 times. 

Then again, what is the single fat steer 
record? Hereford thrice, Hereford-Angus 
cross once, Hereford-Shorthorn cross once. 
Shorthorn twice, Angus-Shorthorn cross 


once, Aberdeen-Angus twelve. Good old 
Doddy! 
Grand championships—Aberdeen-Angus 


57, Hereford 8, Shorthorn 6, cross-bred 2. 
mixed 1. Verily! “History is not written 
with a microscope.” 

The secretary of East Street, Hereford, 
usurps; he will find this definition of the 
word usurper, “one who seizes or occupies 
the power or property of another without 
right.” The Herefords are not premier in 
numbers—the Shorthorns possess that right. 
The Herefords are not premier in quality— 
the Doddies possess that right, both in com- 
petition at fat stock and carcass competi-

tions, and by the right that they are the 
“market-toppers” in price ruled by the pur- 
chaser, the butcher who places them unre- 
servedly at the head of all as beef producers 
in the commercial markets. “Render unto 
Caesar the things that are Caesar’s.” Please, 
Mr. Hereford, Secretary. 

The Doddy, notwithstanding East Street, 
still goes marching on. The latest mail 
states, at the largest Canadian fat stock 
show in Canada, the champion was a grand 
Aberdeen-Angus steer, thus duplicating the 
victory of 1919.—I am, Ete.—J. J. Cridlan, 
Maisemore Pank, January 24, 1921.
